shone in burning with a color of its 
own. 
In a street lighted by electricity and 
gas the eye detects at once the dif­ 
ference between the white rays of the 
one aud the yellow bean s of the other. 
IC nitrate of afrontia is set on fire we 
have a splendid red flame. 
Filings of 
copper burn with a glow of greenish 
blue, and a fine, pure blue is had 
when filings of zinc are ignited. These 
and other such substances furnish the 
maker of fireworks with his materials. 
Lockets, roman candles and bombs 
nil derive their beauty from the spe- 
cial tints winch attend the combustion 
I of their ingredients. 
And any on© 
I who has once seen the colors peculiar 
j to common salt, iron or antimony as 
they trace themselves on tile evening 
sky will always know what is aflame 
when he sees those colors again. 
Sir John Herschel was the first to 
understand that colors of this kind 
tell a wonderful story. 
He will knew 
how tile stars varied in tint—that Al­ 
debaran was ruddy, Arcturus yellow 
and Sirius, the most glorious of a1], 
white. Might not the colors of a body 
aflame, whether on earth or In th# 
sky, really be telling us of what that 
body was composed? 
His suggestion was taken up, and Its 
fruit is that marvel of ingenuity, the 
spectroscope. 
One of its principal 
parts is a prism employed to br«*k up 
tho hues. 
These hues, which are di­ 
vided by many dark lines, m ate known 
to us that the sun aud stars ate built 
of such materials as compose m r own 
globe. 
Yet more, they tell us what kind of 
atmosphere surrounds them and, most 
astonishing of all, give us the rate at 
which a remote star is moving toward 
or from the tiny orb we inhabit.—New 
York Herald.

his bond. 
Each is liable for the entire 
am ount which was fixed at $10,000 by 
Judge E. D. Saunders. 
Owing to the absence from the city

States 
District 
A ttorney 
F oster the case will probably not come 
up for several days. 
Adler left New Orleans last D ecem ­ 
ber on an old fruit steam er the Alps, 
which he had loaded with a full cargo 
of provisions from the Adler W hole­ 
sale Grocery com pany store. 
The a f­ 
fairs of the S tate National bank w ere 
later liquidated and Adler was indict­ 
ed in the United States court on sev­ 
enty-four different counts for m isap­ 
plying its funds with the grocery com­ 
pany w ent into the hands of receivers. 
The Alps was wrecked off the coast of 
H onduras and Adler narrowly escaped 
drowning, but finally got safely ashore.

That purpose is to safe­ 
guard and protect the great staple 
crop of the south from the artificial 
End depressing influences of federated 
interests which operate beyond the 
confine's of our territory to the detri­ 
ment of every business interest in this 
section of America— We are face to 
face with a serious 
influence

w'hether we arise equal to the emer­ 
gency and protect our interests as 
men of brain and business sagacity 
or w’hether we will indifferently ac­ 
cept the situation and parade before 
the world our voluntary weakness, is 
the issue which presents itself to this 
convention."

GRANT AND A. T. STEWART. 


Nom ination of the M erchant For Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury. 
It was not unnatural that in the ab­ 
solute absence of political experience 
President Grant should not only have 
bad much to learn concerning the na­ 
ture aud conduct of civil government, 
but that he should also have had milch 
to unlearn of tho mental habits and 
the ways of thinking be had acquire ! 
in the exercise of large indeed, almost 
unlimited — military 
command.

was strikingly illustrated by some re- 
marka bl© incidents. 
As usual, the nominations made by 
the president for cabinet offices were 
promptly ratified by the senate with­ 
out being referred to any committee. 
Hut after this had been done it was 
remembered and reported to President 
Grant that one of the nominees so 
confirmed, A. T. Stewart of New York, 
whom President Grant had selected 
for the secretaryship of the treasury, 
as a person engaged in commerce was 
disqualified by one of tile oldest laws 
on the statute book—in fact, the act 
of Sept. 2, 1780, establishing the treas­ 
ury department. That this law, which 
provided that tbe treasury department, 
baring the administration of the cus* 
tom houses under Its control, should 
not have at its head a merchant or im­ 
porter in active business, was entirely 
proper—Indeed, a necessary one—had 
never been questioned. The next morn­ 
ing, March 6, I had occasion to call 
upon President Grant for the purpose 
of presenting to him a congratulatory 
message from certain citizens of St. 
Louis. 
I found him alone engaged in 
writing something on a half sheet of 
note paper. 
“Mr. President,” I said, 
“I see you are busy, and J do uot wish 
to interrupt you. 
My business can 
wait. 
“Never mind,” be answered, 
“I am only writing a message to the 
senate." 
Aly business was quickly dis­ 
posed of, and I \\ ithdrew. 
In the course o f that day’s session of 
the senate a message from the presi­ 
dent was brought in in which, after 
quoting tho statute of Sept. 2, 1789. 
the president asked that Air. Stewart 
be exempted by joint resolution of the 
two houses of congress from the op­ 
eration of the law which stood in Air.
